1. SUMMARY: NARCOTICS BOARD CHAIRMAN ORAKZAI PLANS 
VISIT NEW YORK AND WASHINGTON FIRST TWO WEEKS IN MAY. 

TRIP WILL FOLLOW ON HEELS OF FIRST FORMAL MEETING OF 
NEW BOARD AND WILL PROVIDE OPPORTUNITY TO DISCUSS 

GOP PLANS AND TO EDUCATE HIM ABOUT USG AND INTERNATIONAL 
ORGANIZATION IN NARCOTICS FIELD. ACTION: REQUEST 
ADDRESSES PROVIDE APPROPRIATE ASSISTANCE IN MAKING 
ORAKZAI TRIP AS USEFUL AS POSSIBLE. END SUMMARY. 

2. NARCOTICS CONTROL BOARD ( NCB) CHAIRMAN, M. Y. 

ORAKZAI INFORMED BNDD REP AND EMBOFF APRIL 24 THAT HE 
EXPECTED TO LEAVE PAKISTAN APRIL 30 FOR 17 DAY TRIP TO 
NEW YORK AND WASHINGTON, INCLUDING SEVERAL DAYS IN 
GENEVA ON RETURN. HE PLANS TO TAKE IN ECOSOC SESSIONS 
IN NEW YORK ON MAY 3 AND 4, REMAIN THERE OVER WEEKEND 
AND FLY TO WASHINGTON MAY 5 OR 6 TO REMAIN FOR 6-7 DAYS. 
HE SAYS PAK MISSION IN NEW YORK AND EMBASSY IN WASHINGTON 
WILL HAVE FULL DETAILS OF HIS SCHEDULE. 
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3. ORAKZAI' S TRIP WILL FOLLOW FIRST FORMAL MEETING OF 
NEW NCB APRIL 27. PARTICIPANTS WILL INCLUDE TEN REGULAR 
MEMBERS OF BOARD ( REPS OF 4 PROVINCES, CENTRAL BOARD 

OF REVENUE, AGRICULTURE, HEALTH, AND INTERIOR MINISTRIES) 

PLUS REPS OF VARIOUS ENFORCEMENT AGENCIES CONCERNED WITH 
NARCOTICS. AGENDA IS TO INCLUDE FUNCTIONS OF NCB, COORDINATION 
BETWEEN NCB AND ENFORCEMENT AGENCIES, MEASURES FOR CONTROLLING 
PRODUCTION AND IMPROVING ENFORCEMENT, AND DISCUSSION OF 
REPORT OF U. S. TEAM. 

4. DESPITE SHORT NOTICE EMBASSY AND BNDD BELIEVE TRIP 
PROVIDES EXCELLENT OPPORTUNITY TO EDUCATE ORAKZAI, WHOM 
WE REGARD AS VERY PROMISING NEW LEADER OF GOP NARCOTICS 
EFFORT, REGARDING USG AND INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION TO 
DEAL WITH NARCOTICS, TO DISCUSS TYPES AND MAGNITUDE OF 
ASSISTANCE GOP MAY BE ABLE OBTAIN FROM USG AND INTERNATIONAL 
AGENCIES, AND TO GO OVER GOP PLANS ON IMPLEMENTATION 

OF NARCOTICS TEAM RECOMMENDATIONS. 

5. EMBASSY RECOMMENDS THAT APPOINTMENTS BE MADE FOR 
ORAKZAI IN WASHINGTON WITH DEP. ASST. SECRETARY DAVIES 
(NEA), SCHIFF ( NEA/ RA), FLATEN ( NEA/ PAB), REPRESENTATIVES 
OF S/ NM IN STATE AND WAMPLER ( A/ AID) AND CORR ( ASIA/ DP) 

IN AID, TOGETHER WITH OTHER APPROPRIATE MEMBERS OF NEA 
INTERAGENCY WORKING GROUP, WOULD ALSO SUGGEST HE VISIT 
NARCOTICS TREATMENT ADMINISTRATION. 

6. BNDD REP RECOMMENDS THAT ORAKZAI BE CONTACTED ON 
HIS ARRIVAL IN NEW YORK BY REGION 2 PERSONNEL FOR 
ENTERTAINMENT SCHEDULE FOR THE WEEKEND OF MAY 5 AND 6 
AND THAT APPOINTMENTS BE MADE FOR ORAKZAI WITH IA, ENC, 

SIO, AND TR AT BNDD HQS. ORAKZAI WILL BE INTERESTED IN 
DISCUSSING TRAINING AND EQUIPMENT NEEDS. 

7. FOR GENEVA: WE HAVE SUGGESTED THAT ORAKZAI CONTACT 
USMISSION. WOULD GREATLY APPRECIATE ANY ASSISTANCE 
YOU MAY BE ABLE EXTEND IN MAKING APPOINTMENTS WITH 
APPROPRIATE OFFICIALS. 

8. EMBASSY WILL PROVIDE FURTHER DETAILS OF ORAKZAI 1 S 
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SCHEDULE WHEN AVAILABLE. SUGGEST DEPT CONTACT PAK EMBASSY 
IN WASHINGTON FOR POSSIBLE ADDITIONAL DETAILS AND TO 
APPRISE THEM OF USG INTEREST IN MAKING ORAKZAI’ S STAY IN 
US AS USEFUL AS POSSIBLE.
